Vacation Slash 
Advocated for 
Police, Firemen 


Vacations for Atlanta’s 797 fire- 
men and policemen will be slashed 
from the customary 20 days to 14 
days each if city council and the 
mayor follow an opinion submitted 
to Mayor Hartsfield yesterday by 
| Assistant City Attorney J. Charlie 
| Murphy. 

The city has 450 policemen and 
347 firemen, according to city rec- 
ords, and for many years they 
have been’ given 20 days’ vacation 
a year to compensate for having to 
work three Sundays a month. 
| Murphy’s opinion is based on 
ithe revised 1942 city code which 
| provides that municipal employes 
shall be entitled to 14 days’ vaca- 
tion with pay each year. The new 
'code repealed all laws and parts of 
law in conflict. 

If the code provisions are in- 
voked, the police department 
would save 2,700 man days a year 
iby cutting six days from the va- 
| cation of each of the 450 police- 

'men, and another 2,082 man days 
would be saved from the 347 fire- 
men. Thus the city would save a 
| total of 4,782 man days, or 13.1 
|man years during the year.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—(#)— 
An immediate investigation of the 
Office of Price Administration, to 
determine whether the’ agency has 
exceeded powers granted by .con- 
gress, was ordered tonight. 

Chairman Patman, Democrat, 
Texas, of the house committee on 
small business, asserting OPA reg- 
ulations unduly handicap the na- 
tion’s retailers, announced: 

“I have ordered an investiga- 
tion into all phases of the issuance 
of orders and regulations by the 
OPA: Our committee is convinced 
that the emergency price control 
act has not been complied with. 

“Conditions are forced upon re 
tailers and wholesalers which do 
not follow the provisions of this 
act. This has caused no end of 
trouble to retailers.”

Of Three Faces 


Murder Charge 


DENVER, April 2.—(#)—A 4d 
der charge and an unusual accusa- 
tion of “concealing the death of” 
an illegitimate child were filed 
in district court today against 
Bernice Williams, 23, who, Police 
Detective Captain James E,. Chil- 
ders said, confessed she slew her 
three unwanted children and hid 
them in an improvised crypt. 

Miss Williams was summoned to 
appear before Judge Joseph E. 
Cook Monday for a hearing. She 
is held without bail. 

The attractive brunet was ar- 
rested yesterday after the badly 
decomposed bodies of three babies 
were found in a box in the base 
ment of an apartment house in 
which she lived. 

Childers said she, without emo- 
tion, related how she kept secret 
the births, drowned the children 
in bathtubs in April, 1940, Febru- 
ary, 1942, and February, 1943. 

The mother declared, Childers 
reported, that she killed the new- 
‘born babies because. they. were 
“children of sin.” 

The murder charge, filed by 
Deputy District Attorney David 
Rosner, accuses Miss Williams of 
slaying the third child—a girl. 

The little-used ‘“concealment” 
charge is a misdemeanor and was 
filed, Rosner said, because the 
murder count may prove to be 
weak unless the state can uncover 
evidence—in addition to the, three- 
page statement signed by Miss 
Williams—that the child was born 
alive. 

One year in prison is the maxi- 


mum penalty for the misdemeanor. 


Childers and Rosner said the 
woman named two married men 
as the fathers of the two girls and 
boy. 

Rosner said a psychiatrist stud- 
ied the woman while she respond- 
ed to police questions and that the 


she is sane. 

Meanwhile, attendants in the 
matron’s quarters at the Jail dis- 
closed that Miss Williams has de- 
clined all food since her arrest.

25,000 See Marines 
Introduce It 
WELLINGTON’S WELCOME 

The Americans came to New Zealand with a reputation for doing 
things in a big way. Yesterday they introduced their national 
game—baseball—to the Wellington public and were rewarded with 
an attendance never before accorded a game almost foreign to 
New Zealanders. A crowd of at least 25,000, like that which packed 
into Athletic Park yesterday, was getting back to big-time pre-war 
Rugby—to a spectacle of a mass of humanity that the park has not 
known for some years. It was more than the mere satisfaction of 
curiosity in the American game—it was a city’s expression of 
goodwill. 

It ‘was a big day for the Marine Corps, which provided 
the game, for Wellington, and for the patriotic funds as, last 
night, with some returns from pre-match ticket-sales still to 
be reckoned, the gate estimate was 1000 pounds. 

The Americans brought more than the game—they brought the 
atmosphere. When a decision went against one player all players 
abandoned their places to swarm round an umpire and give their 
views of his ruling. A happening like that at a big Rugby game 
on the park would have been akin to the sensations produced in 
Bateman’s cartoons of the “man who bid a half-guineo at Tatter- 
sall's” or “the Guardsman who dropped it.” Yet it was all part of 
the atmasphere of the game and made even a bigger hit than the 
play with spectators ignorant, as most were, of the finer points of 
the play. The occasions when players were injured and the official 
photographer was hot on the spot, snapping the injured where they 
lay, struck a new note. 

Caustic Comment. 

The comments from the American spectators made those efforts 
of Wellington Rugby’'s “Little Eric of Berhampore” seem innocuous 
by comparison. After all, it is hard lines for a fielder who runs his 
ardest to catch a fast falling ball; and misses, to be told that “be- 
ginners try with both hands,” or, as a reflection on his eyesight, 
for a bystander to call for the lights to be switched on.

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Further Testimony 

Now comes the Board of Investigation and 
Research created by the 1940 transportation 
act to add its official findings to all those 
who have urged abolition of the long-standing 
regional differentials in freight rates, differ- 
- entials which have served to keep the south 
in minor place in the industrial development 
of the nation. 

| Two of the three members of the board, in 
formal report to the President and to congress, 
urge amendment of the interstate commerce 
act to declare “it is in the interest of a proper 
development of the coufitry as a whole that a 
uniform classification of freight rates be es- 
tablished for nation-wide application. 3 

The chairman of the three-man board, 
Nelson Lee Smith, dissented from the majority 
report, although he unequivocally agreed with 
the general conclusions, differing only in be- 
lief it was not the function of the board to 
recommend legislative action. 

The majority report was signed by the 
other members of the board, Robert E. Webb, 
of Kentucky, and C. E. Childe, of Nebraska. 

The majority report, in its wording, agreed 
with the stand taken editorially py The Con- 
stitution so many times, that it is violative 
of the principle of equality of opportunity as 
laid down in the federal constitution, when 
preferential freight rates artificially and arbi- 
trarily give economic advantage to one section 
of the nation over other sections. This is just 
what is done in benefit of New England and 
the east, by the preferential freight rates 
whicg make it impossible for industry in the 
south or west to compete on equal footing with 
their products in the great markets of the 
nation. 

The only fair rule for freight charges should 
be one based solely on length of haul and 
weight of shipment. The rate charged per ton 
mile hauled for the same class of commodity 
should be identical whether the shipping point 
is east, west or south and regardless of point 
of destination. 

That is the only democratic equality pos- 
sible. As the majority report of the board of 
investigation said, rate uniformity is neces- 
-Sary “to provide equal opportunity for the eco- 
nomic devolpment of all parts. of the country 
without artificial rate handicaps or pref- 
erences.”

Third Place 

For 1942 Atlanta stood third in cities of 
250,000 to 500,000 population in traffic improve- 
ment. This according to the rating given by 
the National Safety Council. It is ‘the first 
time Atlanta has stood so high. 

A sharp reduction in traffic accidents and 
traffic fatalities, as well as successful opera- 
tion of the staggered hour plan to meet war- 
time transportation problems, were given as 
chief reasons for the city’s high standing. In 
1942 there were 26 traffic fatalities in the city 
limits, compared to 41 in 1941. 

Credit for the achievement is due to many 
groups, including the Police Department, the 
P.-T. A. Council for educational work in the 
schools, the City Planning Commission and the 
Chamber of Commerce for better traffic engi- 
neering and for the staggered hour plan, and 
to all citizens who co-operated. 

It is now up to the city to make such further 
improvement that an even better rating may 
be awarded when the results for 1943 are 
compiled. After all, gratifying as the 1942 
report is, there still were 26 people killed on 
our streets, 26 who need not have been killed, 


26 who might well be alive today contributing 


to the war effort.

WASHINGTON PARADE

MOVING FASTER WASHINGTON, April 2.—Before the de- 
cisive British Eighth Army victory over 
Rommel’s forces at the Mareth line, most informed War Depart- 
ment opinion had estimated ‘that it would take us from 60 to 90 
days, perhaps even longer, to chase the Germans out of Tunisia. 
- Assistant Secretary 6f War McCloy, who re- 
cently returned from an extended survey of 
the African theater, is one of those who has 
made this sort of appraisal of thg situation. He 
saw the possibility of our being held up until 

September. 
The Mareth fortifications had been counted 


strong enough to hold the British back for a 


longer time, and the mountainous terrain over 
which the American troops had to pass in their 
drive to the sea was such that we had to over- 
come serious obstacles every mile of the way. 
We are having to blast the Germans out of 
every defile and pass along the route. 

In the face of these earlier estimates, how- 

aes ever, word has come from General Eisenhower 
which indicates that he expects to have the Germans out of Tunisia 
within a much shorter time. Within the past few days he is known 
to have sent the War Department confidential instructions on how 
the official communiques should be handled when we finally drive 
Rommel into the sea, 

It is hardly conceivable that General Eisenhower would be send- 
ing the War Department instructions now on how something is to 
be handled several months hence. He must have been thinking in 
terms of an immediate Axis debacle in Tunigia, else he wouldd have 
delayed his orders until the development ‘was more imminent. 


TO GIVE PROPER CREDIT It is not entirely clear what the 


Allied commander had in mind 
in giving suggestions for the final communiques dealing with our 
prospective victory over the Nazis. Presumably he was anxious 
that we not claim too much credit for the victory, but see that the 
British and the. French received their‘full measure. Reasons of 
military diplomacy may have dictated the-instructions, 

General Eisenhower may have been thinking of the tendency of 
American newspapers to play up the accomplishments of our own 
forces to the neglect of our. Allies. 

We could hardly do that in the present circumstances, even 
though we willed. General Montgomery’s feat in shattering the 
Mareth line already stands out as one of the most brilliant accom- 
plishments of the whole African campaign. The battle-won by the 
British Eighth Army may well prove to be the decisive engagement 
of the Tunisian campaign, one of the great Allied victories of the war. 


GREAT GENERAL After chasing Rommel for 1,400 miles 


across the African sands, General Mont- 
gomery has added further to his laurels by routing the Nazis from 
the strongest fortified position on the Dark Continent. He is certain 
to go down in history as one of the great generals on the Allied side. 
The question is already being asked, after Tunisia, what? 
Two possible courses of action are being suggested in informed 
military circles. One is that, when we force the Germans into 
another Dunkirk, but this time in reverse, we will not be content 
merely to chase them into the sea. Instead, we will follow them 
right into Sicily and Italy, making their retreat the signal for the 
promised invasion ‘thrust. 


GAIN BY CONFUSION Military tacticians insist that it would 


be tremendously to our advantage to 
be prepared to take advantage of the confusion incident to the 
evacuation of 250,000 men, by following them to the very shores 
where they will seek a refuge. 

Another suggestion is that we may launch an invasion of the 
southern tip of Italy simultaneously with the final crack-up of 
Rommel in Tunisia. That would be designed to pinch off Sicily 
and the area of the Italian peninsula where Rommel would seek 
a haven. : 

Either one of these moves contemplates an assault against the 
Italian mainland earlier than most calculations have predicted. 
Heretofore the accepted thesis has been that we would not launch 
an invasion attempt on Italy until we have cleared Africa and the 


Mediterranean of all Axis forces.

STATE JOBS I see that our esteemed Mr. Lamar Ball has 
learned from the state capitol that the federal 
ee office is interested in why thousands are seeking state 
JODS. 
They say that the government needs stenographers and clerks 
and will pay even better salaries than the state. 
They wish to know, therefore, why the office is 
so cluttered up with persons seeking jobs that 
M. E. Thompson, the secretary, must gather up 
his work and flee to some hidden place to get 
his chores done. 

One of the plagues and mysteries of govern- 
ment is that state jobs, none of which pays too 
well, are so attractive. 

The real answer to it is, I think,-that state 
jobs have long been a haven for the incom- 
petent. Let me hasten to say that many very 
competent persons give able service to the state. 
But it is a fact that political patronage annually 
puts to work a lot of incompetents whose only 
qualification for a job is that they are related 
to someone who did a good.job of getting votes 
in the campaign. 

County Leader Joe Blow will do the best he 
can to get.a job for the empty-headed, sim-

New York took the Bowery Bum, famed in sociological studies, 
and put him through a program of rehabilitation. 

Of some 513 men arrested by New York police during the 
winter in the Bowery district, 284, more than half, have been 
graduated from a special training school and are holding down 
war jobs. The others are still in a training camp where they are 
got off booze, kept off booze, fed well and trained to do a job. Most 
of them are expected to be employed. The rehabilitation will 
stick in a majority of the cases. 

One such “bum” turned out to have been a'former chemist of 
real ability. Family troubles, loss of his job in the depression, 
started him on the way. He was a drunken bum when arrested 
as a vagrant. Given clothes, a session in a hospital and a training 
course, he was able to go back to a job as a chemist in a war 
plant which needed men badly. 

I have sort of strayed away from Mr. Thompson and the state 
problem. Maybe the federal government can take over the ma- 
jority of those who are camping in the state capitol wanting a job 
which in the past has been kept by political pull rather than through 
ability. I hope so.

Headed Dad to His Red- 
Headed Daughter

My Dear Louise: 

While people gathered around the fire last night discussed the 
war and the neighbors, a middle-aged mother offered this bit of 
wisdom: “I suppose all girls go through a period when they are 
difficult.” 

I have heard variations of that statement for many years, so I 
suppose it is true. You haven’t yet shown any sign of becoming a 
problem child, even temporarily, and I am not uneasy about it, 
but a little precaution can do no harm: 

To say that girls go through a period when they are difficult 
is to tell but one side of the story, 7 it is the less important side. 
The important part is that most girls go through a period when life 
and the world seem difficult to them. 

Never having been a girl, I can’t tell you how bad -the ordeal 
is; but boys go through a somewhat similar experience in their 
teens, and I have some idea what it is like. 

When life and the world seem difficult to a girl, she is leaving 
the familiar and secure environment of childhood and crossing the 
border into the strange new world of womanhood—a world of 
mystery and hidden dangers and unfamiliar customs and ideas. 

She is like an immigrant from a foreign land. She felt 
equal to all of her kind in the old country, but now she is treated 
as an inferior. Because she is a newcomer, she isn’t supposed to 
know much. Nobody respects her opinions; in fact, some people 
consider it an impudence for her to have opinions. 

She doesn’t understand the people of this new world, and is apt 
to think them queer and old-fashioned—especially when they don't 
agree with her. Nobody understands her, either; for she feels 
things the others don’t feel and she can’t find the words to explain 
herself to them. 

She is expected to be humble, as all newcomers are; and if she 
feels sure of herself, she is called conceited. If her ideas and desires 
are unlike those of the older residents, she is considered queer or 
wild and is apt to be criticized rather severely. This naturally 
makes her rebellious, and she says and does things that even she 
knows to be improper and unwise. Her favorite retort to correction 
is “I don’t care.” Of course she does care very much, but anything 
that chafes will cause a colt to kick back. 

It is a difficult period—long or short, depending on how long it 


> takes to learn the language and folk ways and begin to feel and

Farmers 
Legume Seed 
May Be Scarce 


ATHENS, Ga., April 2.—(®)— 
Rad planting weather and grow- 
ing seasons will result in poor 
legume seed production this year 
on the west coast which supplies 
millions of pounds of seed for 
Georgia farmers. E. D. Alexander, 
Georgia Extension Service agron- 
omist, said today. 

He urged farmers to produce 
and save as many seeds for plant- 
Ing as poss! ible. 

A major part of the 
winter pea and vetch seed 
Georgia has been con.ing from 
western states. Alexander said if 
all seed for next season's planting 
had te be bought, the total cost 
would be around $900,000. 

“Georgia farmers 

17,000 pounds of Austrian win- 
ter peas, 1,446,000 pounds 
vetch, 
sor clover in chaff, and 
pounds of blue lupine last year,” 
Alexander said. “These crops oc- 
cued around 500,000 acres, of 

which three- fourths was for soil 
improvement and one-fourth for 
cane” 

Proof that seed of these le- 
gumes can be produced in Geor- 
gia, he added, is shown by the 
fact that farmers in this state har- 
vesied 56,000 pounds of Austrian 
winter peas, 373,000 pounds 
vetch, 847,000 pounds of crimson 
clover in chaff and 129,000 pounds | 
of blue lupine last year. 

“Some counties in 
Georgia are producing vetch in 
combination - with small grain; 
crimson clover is being produced 
all through the Piedmont section 
and blue lupine in south Geor- 
Zia. 

The agronomist explained that 
when some of the acreage is left | 
for seed production, the plant resi- 
due improves soil. 
for seed, he said, are best planted | 
‘to late crops since it requires | 
some time for the crop residue to 
decay.
